Atlantic City, N J—(NC)—Top 
public school educators have called 
for “friendly partnership” between 
US. schools and churches to em- 
phasize spiritual and moral values 
in public schools 
As the 79th annual convention of 
the American Association of School 
Administrators came to a close. its 
17,000 delegates adopted a resolu- 
tion to “join in friendly partner- 
ship with the home, the church, 
and all other constructive commun 
ity agencies” to instill high moral 
principles in American youth. 


The association this year omitted 
its controversial resolution urging 
that all public funds be denied for 
direct or indirect support of non- 
public schools. 


Scores Resolution 


Dr. James J. Hanley, superin- 
tendent of schools in Providence. 
‘RI, called this resolution un 
necessary, ill-advised and harmful 
| to the cause of public education” at

|He was joined by other educators 
on the grounds that the resolution 
was in opposition to the laws of

convention. 


AASA members 
school—private school controversy 
during last week's Atlantic City 
ratnhnering ( Operation Vas the 
keynote as educators faced a pos- 
sible congressional probe of sub- 
versives in U S. Schools.

Body's Natural Functions 


Prisoners in Chinese — are 
allowed out of their cells to re- 
lieve nature several times a day 
at definite times.

Torture Reaches High Art Under Chinese Reds 
Hold They Can Make Any 
Man Confess To Anything

ONG KONG—The Chinese Reds have developed a modern 
system of torture to such a high degree that their own 
followers who have fallen out of favor prefer to commit 
suicide rather than be brought up on charges to which they 


lage jatl was forced at all times 
to sit erect in the center of the 
concrete floor, never being * 
mitted to lean against the wall or 
his neighbors. During winter, 
when the unheated prisons are 
damp and cold this torture is es 
pecially painful. 


Father Peter Crevits, a Scheut 
missioner, is one of the many who 
has reported that he has seen 


hands and feet freeze on prisoners 
forced to hold one position. Father 
Crevits tells of one minor official 
who lost his hands and feet by 
amputation after they had frozen 
during such treatment 

“You don't need your hands and 
feet.” the Reds told this unfortun- 
ate man, “only your tongue to 
answer our questions.” 

Hon many millions of Chinese 
are undergoing this terrible in 
quisition no one knows. Missioner 
alter missioner describes crowded 
prisons.. One missioner who was 
imprisoned in the city of Suiyuan 
says that out of a population of 
240.000. over 20,000 political pris 
oners are in jail there. The Reds 
have opened seven prisons in the 
city. In one prison of more than 
2.000 men and women, every per 
son has been sentenced to more 
than 15 vears.

These are the terrible conditions

next fellow or girl The reason for 
this is rather plan Most people 
have a mustaken idea of what is 
meant by the word “vocation 

They think that it refers only to 
the vocation to the religious life 
And so when you talk about voca- 
tions the majority think they need 
not pay too much heed—you're 
only talking about religious voca 
tlhons

hood. The same with marriage 
And the same with the single life 
The idea of the over-all vocation 
is always the most important. The 
vocation to save ones 
be considered first and any other 
will follow in order. 

So when we talk about voca 
tions, no one can sit back and 
relax. We are talking to everyone 
God has a plan, for each and 
everyone and for each and every 
one that plan will work out just 
a bit differently.

The 
clergy make retreats annually, and 
Christ frequently withdrew {rom 
the crowds for private prayer and 
meditation. Laymen, busy with the 
world, need a retreat more than 
Christ or His priests do 


In the modern world of America. 
the retreat is usually a weekend 
affair, beginning Friday night and 
ending Sunday evening—after 
about 50 hours of religious exer- 
cises, instruction. prayer, self. 
examination, recreation—and that 
blessed silence 


The idea of a weekend retreat 
is a modern one, but retreats them- 
selves are as old as Christ or older. 
The Fathers of the early Church 
encouraged retreats. Later, they 
were recommended by such saints 
as Ignatius Loyola, Charles Borro- 
meo, Francis de Sales and Vincent 
de Paul. Pope Pius XI. urging re- 
treats, said that it is certain “that 
most of the ills of our day start 
from this: that no man ‘thinketh 
in his heart’. and We deem it 
proved that the Spiritual Exercises 


are amply strong to break 
through the most stubborn prob 
lems under which human society 


is now groaning.” 


Food Always Good! 


Retreats for laymen have been 
held in the United States as far 
back as 1638 While the Jesuits 
have been leaders in the move. 
ment, practically all religious or. 
ders now give retreats. There are 


retreats for women as well as for

In any case, the program in 
cludes instruction periods at which 
the best-trained . priests discuss 
problems of real importance with 
utter frankness. There are recita- 
tions of the Rosary, the Stations of 
the Cross (outdoors in many places 
where the weather permits), Ben- 
ediction of the Most Blessed Sac 
rament, and of course Confession 
and Holy Communion.

of strangers where you

In our heart of hearts, each of 
us is conscious of some form of 
diseased pride.

And yet, although we may know 
in a general way that we are touch 
ed with pride, we are most often 
unaware of its various manifesta 
tions. We see the forest but we 
can't distinguish the trees, so that 
we go on accusing ourseives of 
pride in an unctuous sort of way, 
taking pride, perhaps, in the affec- 
tion of humility, without the least

practices. 


What is pride? First of all. we 
must not confuse it with self-re- 
spect. The pride we speak of here 
is, in one word, selfishness. It — 
the great “I am.” It sets Me“ 
the center of the universe with 1 
capital M The world revolves 
around the proud man. He is the 
beginning and end of all things. | 
What he has is a credit to himself. | 
What he achieves is by his own 
hard work. That is the proud man. 

We see at once what an una 
tural tendency it is. It goes against 
the first principle of creation. God 
made us to know Him, to love Him, 
and to serve Him.

Washington, DC. — (NC)—Ne 
gro converts made up 13 per cent 
of all US. converts in 1952. an 
annual report on Negro and in 
dian missions has reveaied 


Negro adults received into the 
Church during the year numbered 
8.563, it was reported by Father 
John B Tennelly, S.S.. secretary of 
the Commission for the Catholic 
Missions Among the Colored Peo 
ple and Indians 

Father Tennelly noted that only 
one per cent of US. priests are 


in Negro mission Ww ork and that 
today three per cent of US. Ne 
groes are Catholics as compared 
with only one per cent 25 years 
ago 


The report was accompanied by 
a letter appealing for Lenten sac: 
rifices, prayers and generous dona 
tions for Negro and Indian mis 
sion work signed by three mem 
bers of the Hierarchy who make 
up the commission's board of di 
rectors His Eminence Francis 
Cardinal Spellman of New York, 
Archbishop Francis P. Keough of 
Baltimore, and Archbishop John 
F O'Hara of Philadelphia

The prelates noted that “out of 
fifteen million Negroes fever than 
half million share in the privi 
leges of our holy religion.“ and 
that two out of three indians are 
still not Catholics. “Today, four 


hundred and fifty years since the 
Cross was first raised in the new 
world, more than two hundred 
thousand Indians are outside their 
Sa vior s fold.“

Fr. Feeney 


Church: Holy Office 


Boston—(NC)—The Sacred Con- 
gregation of the Holy Office, on 
February 13, 1953, issued a sent- 
ence declaring that the Rev. Leon- 
ard Feeney has incurred the pen- 
alty of excommunication. The sent- 
ence is published in the official 
bulletin of the Holy See, the Acta 
Apostolicae Sedis dated February 
16. 1953. 

From the same source has come 
the following information about the 
case of Father Feeney: 

By a Decree issued February 13, 
1953, the Sacred Congregation of 


the Holy Office declared the Rev. | 


Father Leonard of St. Benedict's 
Center, Boston, Mass., to have auto- 
matically incurred excommunica- 
tion. The Rev. Father Feeney has 
shown stubborn disobedience to an 
order legitimately enjoined upon 
him to appear in Rome before the 
authorities of the Sacred Congre 
gation. 

This action of the Holy See is the 
climax and concluding act of a 
controversy that has done consid- 
erable harm to souls and disturbed 
the peace of mind in Catholic cir- 
cles. 

Some years ago, a group of young 
men and women attending gather- 
ings at St. Benedict's Center under 
the guidance and direction of Fa. 
ther Feeney began, both in word 
and writing, a campaign of -exposi- 
tion of what they believed to be 
the true meaning and doctrinal im- 
port embodied in the theological 
principle: “there is no salvation 
outside the Church” (extra Eccles 
iam nulla salus). Their inte: 
tation aroused no little opposition. 
Animosity grew and at times waxed 
so strong and bitter that public 
rancor ensued. 

An appeal was made to the Holy 
See. In a letter of the Sacred Con- 
gregation of the Holy Office of 
August 8, 1949, and published late 
with the approval of His Holiness 
(The Pilet, Boston, Mass., Septem- 
ber 6, 1952), the Congregation of 
the Holy Office, to whose compet- 
ency it belongs to safeguard the 
purity of faith and morals, reject- 
ed the extremely rigorous view en- 
tertained and defended by the 
members of St. Benedict's Center 
and briefly set forth the Catholic 
doctrine. 


The highest authority in the 


Church had spoken and it confi-| 


dently hoped that its word would 
be heeded. It had a right to ex- 
some gesture from Father 
cue expressing submission.

His Holiness, Pope Pius XII, in his 
tender regard and paternal solici-| 
tude for the eternal welfare of 
souls committed to his supreme 
charge, intervened personally by 
giving explicit orders that Father | 
Feeney be summoned to Rome. On 
| October 25, 1952, the Sacred Con 
gregation wrote to Father Feeney | 
informing him that his conduct and | 
teaching in the Church had been 
the object of its special care and 
| attention and that it found it neces- | 
| sary to bring the question to a con- 
clusion, but that the Holy Father | 
had ordered him to come to Rome 
for a hearing before any other mea- 
sure be carried into effect. The 
Sacred Congregation mentioned in 
its letter that it was writing my 
special authority of the Supreme 
Pontiff. 


In a reply to this summons Fa- 
ther Feeney alleged that the let-| 
ter he received was not prepared | 
in the proper canonical form. He | 
pointed out that because of the 
extraordinary circumstances in 
which he found himself as spiri- 
tual father of those dependent on 
his pastoral care, he was reluctant | 
to leave the country and conse: | 
quently expressed the hope that 
some other way be found to settle 
the question without his being sub- 
jected to the unnecessary burden 
of absenting himself from the 
country. |

telling him that he was evading) 
the issue and that if he did not pre- | 
sent himself within an indicated | 
time he would be subject to canon 
ical penalties and his act of dis- 
obedience would be made public.
